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The  new  jail  building,  38x44,  three  stories,  made  of  brick 
with  steel  roof,  has  been  built  this  year.  The  second  and  third 
floors  will  add  fourteen  very  pleasant  rooms,  with  bath  room 
on  each  floor,  for  female  inmates.  Each  room  is  large  enough 
to  accommodate  two  persons,  if  necessary.  The  first  floor 
comprises  two  rooms  and  the  jail  department,  which  is  equipped 
with  8  burglar  proof  Bessemer  steel  cells,  each  cell  provided 
with  2  berths  and  open  plumbing,  and  made  of  saw-  and  drill- 
proof  material.  The  building  was  constructed  in  the  most 
thorough  manner  by  J.  W.  McCrillis,  of  East  Rochester,  N. 
lL,  and  we  invite  your  inspection  of  its  utility.  The  entire 
cost  of  this  building  was  $13,809.11.  This  was  an  extra  ex- 
pense for  the  year,  but  the  net  debt  has  been  reduced  to 
$9,459.65,  which,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  ought  to  be 
paid  in  full  within  two  years. 

The  following  persons  have  been  transferred  to  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Hospital  to  be  supported  permanently  there 
hereafter  by  the  State :  Betsy  E.  Grant,  Herbert  E.  Farnham, 
Anna  E.  Fogg,  William  Martin,  Nellie  McQuade,  and  Frederic 
H.  Edgerly. 

We  believe  it  to  be  best,  both  for  the  interest  of  the  per- 
son assisted  and  the  tax-payer,  to  have  such  assistance  here- 
after at  the  Farm,  and  not  elsewhere,  except  for  sufficient  rea- 
sons. Suitable  provisions  have  now  been  made  to  make  ajl 
inmates  comfortable. 

The  County  Farm  still  continues  under  the  efficient  care 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meloon  as  Superintendent  and  Matron,  and 
their  assistants.  We  are  indebted  to  them  for  another  year  of 
faithful  service  and  economical  management.
